‘We are glad to be able to make this 
announcement, not ‘only because we con- 
sider it highly desirable that such an 
Investigation should be held, but for the 
reason chiefly that, looking to the nature

of the: Commission -Js about as perfect 
as itis possibla,to have It, Mr, Stewarr 
Locxraart, olonial Secretary and 
Protector of Chinese, may be'relied upon 
not only to watch the interest of the work 
‘Ing classes, but also to keep In view the 
seneral interests of the European section of 
the community; Mr. Cuater will be able to 
offer useful suggestions in respect of 
peommennatons that may affect property;" 
Mr. T. Jacxson and the. Hon-T.~ BH. 
Wrirrniap, the Managers of great bank- 
ing Institutions, and Mr. N. J. Epz, the 
Secretary of a large insurance company, 
will bring to the Commission a great deal 
of sound common sense and persplcacity’ 
that will greatly enharice the value of any 
recommendations made to the Govern- 
ment and render them of such importance 
that we may rest assured thelr merit 
will be recognised ;'that they will be 
promptly and earnestly considered by 
the Government, and that they’ will 


under present circumstances,, have no 
means of recovering compensation from 
the powers that be, no matter how heavy 
the losses, Incurred, although In some cases 
the fault—f¢, the ‘unsuitability of certain 
properties for human habitation—possibly 
Iles rather with the Government than the 
owners of what are styled “insanitary 
dwellings.” 

It appears manifest, as the Darly Press 
points out, that the Commission will have 
to devote a good deal of time to the con- 
sideration of a comprehensive scheme for 
the housing’ of the working classes and 
that therfore it will be necessary to look 
well into the future, because the population 
of the colony 1s increasing and it 1s con- 
celvable that In the near, future it may 
increase by leaps and bounds: It would 
be waste of time and space to speculate on 
what the Commission will do, what it should 
do, and what it should not .do. The 
Commission 1s composed for the most part 
of gentlemen of wide experfanca who have | 
very large Interests at stake In the colony, 
who can be relied on to leave no stone 
unturned to master the subject thoroughly 
and make suggestions calculated to result 
in permanent benefit to the. colony, and ta. 
whom—in virtue of thelr long residence 
in the East and thelr wide knowledge of 
the commercial, social, and political affairs

| THE REBELS DEFEATED AGAIN. 


THE REBELLION ENTIRELY 
SUPPRESSED. 
Anoy, August 3rd.. 
Official despatches received here this 
forenoon state the Insurgent forces that 


‘recently retreated Inta central Formosa res, 


appeared at Tarpang, near Kag!, great- 
ly alarming the whole neighbourhood. 


On the 3tst the rebels dccupled « 


Tonselshio, a ‘town nine Chinese J from 
Tarpang, and treated the inhabitants in 
an outrageous manner. A company of 
Japanese infantry, with 20 gendarmes and 
40 special ‘constables, was promptly 
despatched to that nelghbourhood. The 


rebels came out into the open and attacked 


the advance guard’ of the Japanese, who 
fell back on the ‘main  detach- 
ment, followed by the . insurgents. 
This was just what, the Japanese wanted, 
and they gladly accepted the challenge. 
A severe engagement ensued, resulting in 
a complete victory for the Japanese, who 


killed a large numbér of rebels and took - 


about 100 prisoners, as well as the whole 
of thelr arms and ammunition. 

Chinese. who witnessed the battle speak. 
highly of the splendid discipline of the 
Japanese, their coolness under fire, and 
thelr bravery. They also’give the Japan- 
ese credit for acting with remarkable 
promptitude since the reports of the first 
reverses were received, 

The rebellion {s now entirely reel 


and peace is restored in all ‘parts of the 
island. Trade {s eradully improving, 


and will soon be in its usual condition 
at Talwanfoo and other places.
